MORNING SESSION. 


Santa Fer, N. M., December 27, 1886, 


HALL or House or REPRESENTATIVES, 
11:30 o’clock a. m. 


In conformity with the provision of law, the House of 
Representatives of the Territory of New Mexico met at the 
Territorial Capitol, at 11:30 o’clock a. m. 


On motion of Mr. Sanchez, of San Miguel county, Mr. 
Francisco P. Chavez was chosen Speaker pro tem., and Mr. 
Antonio Ortiz y Salazar, Clerk pro tem. 


On motion of Mr. Leandro Sanchez, Mr. Tranquilino 
Luna was chosen Interpreter, and Mr. Luna declining the 
honor conferred upon him, Mr. Pinito Pino was elected In- 
terpreter pro tem. 


On motion of Mr. Fest, the roll of the members elected 
to the House of Representatives was called, and those who 
answered when their names were called, and presented their 
credentials were: W. F. Kuchenbecker, Alejandro Sandoval 
and Zenon Sandoval, from the County of Bernalillo; Russell 
Marcy, from the county of Colfax; C. H.Armijo, for the 
counties of Doña Ana and Lincoln; E. P. Fest, for the counties 
of Grant and Sierra; S. E. Tipton and Desiderio Romero, from 
the county of Mora; Francisco P. Chavez and Juan Garcia, 
from the county of Rio Arriba; Manuel C. de Baca, L. C. Fort, 
José L. Rivera and Leandro Sanchez, for the county of San 
Miguel; Walter J. Davis and Wm. E. Dame, for the county of 
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Santa Fé; E. V.-Chavez and José Angel Gallegos, for Socorro 
county; Gavino Vigil and Juan G. Martinez, for Taos county; 
Casimiro Sais, José Leon Telles and Manuel Sauchez y San- 
chez, for Valencia county. 


- On motion of Mr. Leandro Sanchez a committee on cre- 
dentials of three members was appointed by the Speaker, 
which consisted of Messrs. Kuchenbecker, Casimiro Sais and 
José L. Rivera. 


On motion of Mr. Fort the House took a recess for ten 
minutes, and at the expiration of this time the House was 
called to order and the committee made the following report:

MONDAY, DECEMBER 27, 1886. T: 


Mr. Fort nominated Mr. Manuel C. de Baca as Speaker of 
the House and Mr. Dame nominated Mr. Walter J. Davis for 
the same position, whereupon the House proceeded to take 
the vote which resulted as follows: 


For Mr. Baca: F. P. Chavez, Fort, Gallegos, Kuchenbecker, 
Marcy, Rivera, Sais, Leandro Sanchez, M. Sanchez y Sanchez, 
Alejandro Sandoval, Zenon Sandoval and Telles. 


For Mr. Davis: Messrs. Armijo, Estanislao V. Chavez, 
Dame, Fest, Garcia, Martinez, Romero, Tipton and Vigil, re- 
sulting in twelve for Baca and nine for Davis. The chair an- 
nounced Baca elected Speaker of the House. 


On motion of Mr. Davis Mr. Manuel C. de Baca was 
unanimously declared elected. 


On motion of Mr. Leandro Sanchez, a committee of three 
was appointed by the chair to conduct Mr. Baca to. the chair, 
the committee consisted of Messrs. L. Sanchez, Davis and 
Kuchenbecker. 


Mr. Manuel C. de Baca in appropriate words tendered his 
thanks to the House for the ‘honor conferred upon him. 


Mr. Fort nominated Mr. Amado C. de Baca for Chief Clerk 
of the House. 


Mr. Davis propesed Mr. Charles Lyons of Santa Fé, for 
the same position. 


The House proceeded to a vote and the result was as 
follows: Those who voted for Baca were Messrs. F. P. Cha- 
vez, Fort, Gallegos, Kuchenbecker, Marcy, Rivera, Sais, L. 
Sanchez, M. Sanchez y Sanchez, Alejandro Sandoval, Zenon 
Sandoval, Telles and Mr. Speaker. 


For Mr. Lyons, Messrs. Armijo, E. V. Chavez, Dame, 
Davis, Fest, Garcia, Martinez, Romero, Tipton and Vigil. 


The Speaker announced the vote, as thirteen for Baca 
and ten for Lyons, and Amado C. de Bava was declared elected 
Chief Clerk of the House. 


Mr. Fort proposed Mr. T. B. Mills, of San Miguel county, 
for Engrossing Clerk. 


Mr. Tipton proposed Mr. Hilario L. Ortiz, of Santa Fé, for 
the same position. 


On taking the’ballot the result was as in the foregoing vote, 
Mr. Mills receiving thirteen, Mr. Ortiz ten, and Mr. Mills was 
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declared elected, and on motion of Mr. Marcy the election was 
made unanimous. 


Mr. Fort proposed Mr. Jacint? Gallegos for Sergeaut-at- 
s bad ge 
Arms forthe house, and Mr. Davis proposed Mr. Ramon Padia, 
of Santa Fé, for the sam“ position. The vote being takon the 
result was thirteeu for Gallegos and ten for Padia, awi Gallegos 
was declared elected Sorgvant-at-Armrs. 


On motion of Mr. Fort, Mr. Juan Andres Martinez,of Rio 
Arriba, was chosen Messenger by acclamation. 


Mr. Fort nominated Mr. Francisco Sanchezas Watchman. 


Mr. Davis proposed H. P. McKevitt for the same place, 
and the vote being taken the result was as follows: Sanchez 
thirteen, McKevitt ten, and Sanchez was declared elected. 


Mr. Fort nominated Santiago C. de Baca for Door-Keeper 
of this body ana the Rev. Miguel Rolli as Chaplain, both of 


whom were unanimously elected. 


A committee of three, consisting of Messrs. Fort, Armijo 
and Rivera, was appointed by the chair to invite the Secretary 
ofthe Territory to administer the oath of.office to the mem- 
bers and officers of the House. 


On motion of Mr. Davis the House took a recess until the 
return of the committee. 


The committee returned accompanied by the Secretary of 
the Territory. The House was called to order and the com- 
mittee discharged, and the Secretary of the Territory pro- 
ceeded to administer the oath to the Speaker, and the mem- 
bers and officers elect, who on motion of Mr. Fort were recog- 
nized as permanent officers. 


On motion of Mr. Fort Mr. Pinito Pino was unanimousiy 
declared elected Interpreter, and was sworn in as such, 


Then the Speaker expressed his thanks to the Secretary 
of the Territory in courteous terms, and on motion of Mr. 
Davis a vote of thanks was given the officers pro tem. 


~ On motion of Mr. L. Sanchez, the parliamentary rules 
that governed the last legislative session were adopted for the 
government of this honorable body. 


Mr. L. Sanchez moved that the House adjourn until 
Tuesday, December 28, at 9 o’clock a. m: 


Mr, Davis moved as an amendment to the motion, to ad- 
journ until 3 o’clock p.m. Agreed to. So the Houseadjourned 
until 3 o’clock p. m.
